SAN FRANCISCO. </P> With 
neither money nor luggage, and 
pursued by police, Mrs. Nan Pier¬ 
son Brooks Macy Brill, beautiful 
New York heiress, made a wild, 
400-mile flight from Hollywood to 
San Francisco today. 

She ran away from her husband 
>f five days, wealthy William H. 
Brill, jr , who had been hiding 
from her. 

After' a brief and stormy scene 
with Brill and his mother yester¬ 
day afternoon, the heiress jumped 
into the biggest and fastest of his 
four cars and roared away. 

An Associated Press reporter 
and photographer were in the 
automobile with her. They expect¬ 
'd her to stop at her hotel in 
Hollywood. She stopped 100 miles 
later 

"We’ll get gas here, and then go 
on to San Francisco,” she gasped. I 
"You’ll have to come, too. I’m go¬ 
ing to have hysterics now.” 

She said Brill’s mother had told 


i her that if she took the car, offi¬ 
cers would arrest her for having 
I stolen it. 

It was a wild day and a strange 
night. 

Five days ago, the eastern social 
figure eloped to Yuma, Ariz., with 
Brill, her second husband. After 
a two-day honeymoon, they re¬ 
turned to Hollywood. He left her, 
she said, to go to his mother’s 
apartment house and get his 
clothes. 

Until yesterday, that was the 
last time she saw him. 

"He didn’t give me any explana¬ 
tion. He just left. So I reported 
him to the police as missing. They 
found him, all right.” 

Yesterday, her patience ended, 
she stormed the gates of the $60,- 
000 penthouse where her young 
husband, she said, had been hilling. 

“He’s my husband and I want 
him. I’ve been awake three nights 
wanting him. and now I'm going

Radio Car Appears 

1. Refusal of Police Chief Floyd 
Howard to allow Los Angeles 
union men to picket the depot be¬ 
cause of anti-picketing laws. 

2. Pursuit of a Pacific truck by 
pickets back here from Los 
Angeles harbor after they had re¬ 
fused to allow it. to unload a cargo 
of Treesweet citrus products. 

3. Appearance of a two-way 
radio ear, manned by Los Angeles 
private detectives presumably 
working for the Pacific firm. 

No violence was reported in any 
case. The Los Angeles organizers, 
who asked Chief Howard whether 
they could picket the depot, asked 
when they were refused whether 
they would be permitted to talk 
with the non-union drivers. 

Howard told them that was per¬ 
missible so long as they were 
peaceable. Approximately 10 men, 
none of them union members so 
far. are employed at the freight 
lines here, but organizers were 
talking with them today. 

A load of eitriVs produc ts shipped 
from here the* first part of the 
week via Pacific was returned this 
morning from Los Angeles har¬ 
bor after unloading then- was pre¬ 
vented, Manager H. L. Manker of 
the Treesweet company said to¬ 
day. 

duplicate Shipped 

Manker said pic kets followed the 
truck back here, but created no! 
disturbance. Police watched the 
unloading, however. A duplicate* 
order had been shipped meanwhile, 
Manker said, by Southern Califor¬ 
nia Freight lines, a union organi¬ 
zation. 

Sheriff Logan Jackson and his 
chief criminal deputy, Merle Lean, 
today conferred with District At¬ 
torney W. F. Menton and Assist¬ 
ant. District Attorney .James L. 
Davis in preparation for any 
eventuality. 

350 Men Out 

The Los Angeles detectives, 
Jackson said, asked him for per¬ 
mission to transmit messages to 
Los Angeles through KGHX, the 
county police station. Jac kson so 
far has not granted permission, ; 
but said ho was investigating the i 
request. The private detectives j 
brought with them a letter of in- ( 
troduction from Polic e Chief I 
James E. Davis of Los Angeles, I 
entitling them to use the Los An¬ 
geles station. 

The Pacific strikers are do- i 
manding union recognition for col¬ 
lective bargaining, and have been , 
on strike in Los Angeles since 
Wednesday. Union sources say .350 
men are out on strike, mostly in 
Los Angeles. 


WASHINGTON. <JP> Senator 
Wheeler ( D., Mont.) took issue to- 
[ day with President Roosevelt's 
contention that the price of cop- 
i per, along with other durable 
goods, was too high. 

Wheeler said the President’s pol¬ 
icy announced yesterday of cur¬ 
tailing government purchases in 
the durable industries would throw 
American miners out of work and 
force them to compete with “Afri¬ 
can slave labor and Mexican 
peons.” 

Mr. Roosevelt told his press con¬ 
ference that such durable goods 
as steel and copper were far too 
high and that government buying 
should be directed toward con¬ 
sumer goods. 

Reversal of Policy 

This administration view, a re¬ 
versal of previous policy, was the 
latest administration answer to 
the possible dangers in business j 
recovery. 

The President, said Wheeler, • 
bitter opponent of the Roosevelt j 
court reorganization bill, was 
wrong in saying American mines 
could produce profitably at 8 or 
9 cents a pound. 

"I regret to see the President 
issue a statement that the price 
of copper is too high,” Wheeler 
said. "I am sure the mines of 
Montana cannot pay th«* present 
wage scales and make any money 
on 8 or 9-cent copper. 

‘Means Cutting Wage** 

“The price of copper can be re- i 
duced by cutting wages of miners ! 
to a scale where they still will 
have to compete with the slave 
labor of Africa and the peons of 
Mexico. I don’t want to see that 
and it will be impossible for our j 
miners to keep even a half decent 
standard of living with the price 
of c opper reduced to any appreci¬ 
able extent.” 

Fiscal experts explained the gov¬ 
ernment might cut the hazard of 
too rapid upswing 


KANSAS CITY. (IP )—Six Ford 
executives rode a special plane to¬ 
day from Chicago to the scene of 
the first sit-down strike directed 
at a Ford unit while the strikers* 
18-man executive committee pre¬ 
pared for a conference on the 
dispute. 

Tentative plans were made for 
the executives to meet the strikers' 
representatives at a downtown 
hotel. 

Tight lipped pickets patrolled 
the grounds of the plant whose 
switch gates were welded shut by 
the.- strikers after the tie-up began. 

The plant, employing approxi¬ 
mately 2,000 of Ford’s 150,000 
workers, was shut down yesterday. 
There was no violence. The 
strikers let down a sign from the 
top floor of the three-story build¬ 
ing in Kansas City’s northeast in¬ 
dustrial sector reading: 

‘‘Lincoln freed the slaves. Ford 
brought them back.” 

An executive committee waa 
formed from the auto union, 
bucked by the Committee for In¬ 
dustrial Organization, which came 
into being in. this Ford plant only 
a short time ago. 

Ray Dunn of the committee 
said he doubted that any settle¬ 
ment would be reached before 
Monday. 

"But we can't give out any in¬ 
formation now, we all agreed not 
to talk,” Dunn said. 

The sit-down, first to invade any 
of the Ford Motor company plants 
in the nation, was called in pro¬ 
test against asserted laying off 
of new union members who had

NEW YORK. </Pi The city of 
Norfolk advised Radio Marine 
Corporation today that the Ger¬ 
man steamer Borkum was in dis¬ 
tress in mid-Atlantic and that two 
steamers were speeding to her as¬ 
sistance. 

The City of Norfolk, a coastwise 
steamer, wirelessed at 4:5.3 a m. 
t hat the German steamer gave 
her position as 40.02 degrees longi¬ 
tude and .35.21 degrees latitude. 
Her steering gear was out of com¬ 
mission, she reported. 

Radio Marine said the steamer 
Colombie, about 200 miles away, 
and the British steamer Tamaroa, 
60 miles away, had responded to 
the SOS of the distressed ship. 

The coast guard, which received 
the same information as Radio 
Marine, said it also was advised 
that the ship was taking water 
through her plates 

Radio Marine Corporation re¬ 
ported at 7:45 a. m. that the 
Borkum was still sending distress 
signals because its receiving radio 
equipment was out of order and 
the operator had no way of know¬ 
ing his signals were being 
picked up. 


Tentative site for the newly 
proposed water sinking works on 
the Santiago creek was selected 
today by a special committee 
named yesterday by directors of 
the Orange County Water district. 

The most likely of the several 
sites inspected was found to be 
one near Villa Park on the creek 
;it the foot of Walnut street. If 
this location is approved by the 
water board, a 250-foot pit with 
an opening three by four feet will 
be sunk. 

To Meet Again 

Directors C. A. Palmer, William 
Mauerhan and William Wallop, to¬ 
gether with Frank Collins, man¬ 
ager of the Consolidated Orange 
Growers association and Marion 
i Flippen, rancher, inspected the 
i sites this morning. 

It was said today that a meet- 
. ing of the water board will be 
j called early next week to decide 
on the creek water sinking pro- 
gram details. 

At the meeting yesterday, Con¬ 
sulting Engineer Paul Bailey of 
• the water district said it is esti¬ 
mated that about 4000 acre feet of 
water already has been spilled 
down the creek over the Santiago 
dam. Most of this has been 1 
wasted. 

Project Simple 

A report made by Bailey showed 
that only in two of the past 17 
years, aside from the current j 
season, has enough water flowed 
down the canyon to fill the Santi¬ 
ago dam. The engineer said there 
would be no trouble about sinking \ 
the water, if a good gravel 
stratum is hit by the pit which j 
j will be sunk. 

Water from the creek will bo 1 
run into the pit, to be absorbed 
! and stored in the underground 
! basin for the benefit of all water 
users in the Santa Ana basin. 


What had promised to be the 
first court test in California of the 
validity of the Torrens system of 
land title registration blew up in 
j court today. 

It was announced that J. Fred 
I Sidebottom, county recorder, had 
purchased at full price a five-acre 
orange grove from John G. and 
Lena Lohr, against whom Side- 
bottom, as agent for his mother, 
j Mrs. Eliza Sidebottom, had a de¬ 
ficiency judgment. 

Involved in the controversy, 
j which both sides had asked the 
superior court to settle, was the 
I question of whether claims re¬ 
corded in the usual way are effec- 
| tive against the title of land 
| registered under the Torrens sys- 
! tem. 

Both on Record 

Mrs. Lohr had filed a home¬ 
stead exemption claim on the five- 
acre ranch near Anaheim, in the 
official records of the county. 
Mrs. Sidebottom’s deficiency judg¬ 
ment also was on the official 
records. 

But title to the Lohr ranch was 
recorded under the separate Tor¬ 
rens system, in which a certificate 
is issued by the recorder, acting 
officially as a registrar, and the 
title is guaranteed by a state 
fund. 

A valid homestead declaration 
would have protected the ranch 
against deficiency judgments, at 
least to the extent of $5000. 

Make Furrhsisp 

Sidebottom today revealed that 
his mother, acting through him, 
had purchased the ranch for $15,- 
000, arranging to dismiss the ac¬ 
tion based on the deficiency judg¬ 
ment. He will move to a home on 
the ranch within a few weeks. 

The county recorder, his wife,, 
and his parents, originally owned 
the ranch in question, selling it to 
Mr. and Mrs. Lohr several years 
ago. 

Aside from personal interest in 
the property, the question was one 
of intense interest to Sidebottom 
as recorder, inasmuch as a court 
verdict could have brought an im¬ 
portant decision on the validity 
of Torrens title. 


A total of $136,329.22 was 
poured into the pockets of relief 
clients of the Orange county State 
Relief administration during the 
past month. 

Figures announced today by 
Mrs Katherine Handley, chief of 
the local SRA staff, revealed that 
the expenditures for direct relief 
in March of 1937 were about two 
ar.d a half times as much as dur¬ 
ing the same month of last year. 

Case Load Drops 

Expenditures during March, 
1936, amounted to but $55,099.29, 
as compared with the $136,329.22 
spent on direct relief in the same 
month this year. The figures do 
not include administrative ex¬ 
penses, but only money paid to 
SRA clients. 

A report by Mrs. Handley 
showed that the total SRA case 
load now in 2023, a reduction of 
nearly 300 below that of a week 
ago. The reduction was caused by 
the large numbers of relief clients 
now starting back to agricultural 
v/ork in the county, and because 
of the increased quota on WPA, 
which permits giving jobs on WPA 
projects. 

Cooperatives Aid 

The SRA case load is expected 
to drop considerably more during 
the next few weeks, when farmers 
are able to start delayed field 
work. Wet land has delayed 


prices in 
the durable goods industries by 
reducing its purchases of such 
goods as steel and copper.

WASHINGTON. UP)— An immi¬ 
nent showdown on curtailing the 
Roosevelt court bill hearings may 
bring the first test of strength in 
the closely divided senate judiciary 
ccmmittee. 

Supporters of the measure, be¬ 
coming restive after four weeks 
of testimony, hinted today at an 
attempt to end the hearings at an 
early date. 

Chairman Ashurst (D., Ariz.) 
still was pursuing his policy of 
“delay, hesitation and postpone¬ 
ment,” arguing that the longer the 
hearings lasted the better the 
bill’s chances. 

He had agreed to let opponents 
continue to run the hearings 
throughout next week and the fol¬ 
lowing Monday. The balance of 
week after next was reserved for 
administration witnesses. 


MADRID. UP)—Fifteen thou¬ 
sand insurgent soldiers, described 
in government reports as mostly 
Italian, were reported facing pos¬ 
sibly the greatest mass slaughter 
of the Spanish civil war in a 
military trap on the Cordoba 
front today. 

The insurgent front, having re¬ 
treated more than 15 miles after 
an unsuccessful siege of Pozo- 
blanco, a mineral land stronghold 
of the Madrid-Valencia govern¬ 
ment, was said to have been 
caught more than 20 miles north¬ 
west of Cordoba city, its prin¬ 
cipal base of supplies. 

Reports from Bilbao today de¬ 
clared the insurgent offensive 
against the Basque government, 
allied with Madrid and Valencia, 
continued, but that defense lines 
were holding after yesterday’s bit¬ 
ter fighting in which every latest 
implement of war was used. 


WASHINGTON. </P) Adminis¬ 
tration leaders acquiesced today 
to demand that both houses of 
congress vote next week the bit¬ 
terly argued sit-down strike issue. 

The senate fared the question 
in a direct form approval or re¬ 
jection of a blunt condemnation 
of sit-down tactics, offered by 
Senator Byrnes <D., S. C.) as an 
amendment to the Guffy-Vinson 
coal control bill. 

The house expected to vote 
Thursday or Friday on a demand 
for an investigation of sit-downs. 
Democratic chieftains predicted 
scant opposition to the house 
measure. It was approved yes¬ 
terday by the rules committee 
after a conference between Chair¬ 
man O'Connor (D., N. Y.) and the 
president. 

Efforts of both Democratic and 
Republican spokesmen to sidetrack 
the prickly issue in the senate 
collapsed yesterday after five 
hours of acrimonious debate.

TOKYO. (/TI Prince Pu Chieh, 
heir-presumptive to the orchid 
throne of Manchoukuo, was mar¬ 
ried today to a Japanese com¬ 
moner, 23-year-old Hiroka Saga, 
in the first of two ceremonies to 
solemnize the dynastically import¬ 
ant marriage. 

The brother of Emperor Hang- 
Teh of Manchoukuo and his Jap¬ 
anese bride, united in a simple 
Shinto ceremony, will complete 
their marriage six months hence 
in Chinese rites at Hsinking, capi¬ 
tal of Manchoukuo.

MARIETTA, Pa. </P> Justice of 
the Peace Richard Daveler and 
school officials today began ques¬ 
tioning school children about com¬ 
plaints that they were tortured 
and abused by an organized gang 
of boys between 11 and 15 years 
old. 

Daveler said he was investi¬ 
gating a beating given Grant 
Snyder, 12, who was removed to 
a Columbia hospital, and charges 
made by Mrs. Daniel Strohm that 
she had rescued her young son 
from a gang. 

Several children told police the 
gang built a "stake” on the Sus*" 
quehanna river banks, where 
youngsters were b u r n e d with 
matches, beaten and otherwise 
abused.

Rate Unchanged 


Instead of being a rare and val¬ 
uable coin, a century-old penny 
found by a workman at the Santa 
Ana cemetery today took on the 
aspect of the commonplace as col¬ 
lectors dug into their files and 
brought out coins of greater age. 

Joe Steele, local barber and coin 
collector, exhibited a trayful of 
pennies, dating from 17117. The 
1797 coin is worth $3, but $2 is 


about the limit for the younger 
coins, he said. 

A workman at the cemetery 
several days ago found a large 
copper penny dated 1837. 

Jack E. Lloyd, deputy county as¬ 
sessor, also a coin collector, pro¬ 
duced a penny minted in 1818, 
as well as a half-penny coin dated 
1806. Each is larger than the 25- 
cent pieces of today. 

Lloyd's collection, most of which 
was inherited from his greaL 


grandfather, Richard George, a 
49'er, who struck it rich in the 
Feather river country, centers 
around a $10 gold piece minted 
in 1852 at the first U. S. mint 
in San Francisco in the year It 
was founded. 

George carried the coin, possibly 
minted from his own gold, back 
to his old home in Ohio.

The Sacramento Senators are 
expected to show the greatest im¬ 
provement over last year of any 
in the league. The team has been 
almost completely restocked by 
the parent St. Louis Cardinals’ 
club. At this writing it shapes 
up as one with good pitching, 
questionable catching, a fair in¬ 
field and powerful outfield. 

Spencer Abbott, newly installed 
manager of the Seattle Indians, 
faces a tough job to keep his team 
up in the race. Alan Strange, 
capable shortstop, and Harlan 
Pool, outfielder, will bolster those 
positions. Pitching help is needed. 
Dick Barrett and Lou Koupal 
mainstays of last year, are miss¬ 
ing.

San Francisco’s Seals will field 
a stronger team but unfortunately 
for Manager "Lefty" O’Doul, the 
other clubs also are greatly

Organizes Clinics 

On urgent call from the women 
of Omaha, she went back to that 
city and organized a visiting nurse 
association, remaining there for 
five years, forming at the same 
time and supervising the clinics 
of Creighton Medical school in 
Omaha and the nursing school of 
Nebraska State university medical 
school, the first of its kind in the 
middlewest. 

During all these years, she felt 
the need of some line of work and 
thought entirely different from 
her routine, so took up the study 
of appreciation of the arts in eve¬ 
ning classes of Omaha. 

In 1916, she married Dr. F. E. 
Coulter, coming with him in 1919 
to Santa Ana, where he passed 
away 10 years ago. 

Her early studies of the arts 
eminently fitted her for the posi¬ 
tion of museum curator which she 
has held for almost two years. 
Keeping her mind ever on the 
alert for things of value to the 
museum, she spends all her time 
working to satisfy the tastes of 
her public and to arouse interest

This week we begin a series of 
studies in the Book of Genesis. 
Already many will give a sigh, 
“oh dear.” But as we look into 
this first book of the Bible, we 
find it extremely interestitng, and 
as we continue to look it grows 
more interesting and in it we 
find answers to many of our pres¬ 
ent day questions. 

Genesis (a Greek word mean¬ 
ing origin, or beginning) was 
written by Moses and reveals to 
us the origin of the universe, the 
human race and certain primary 
institutions. There are those who 
would discount the record of 
Genesis, and in its stead substi¬ 
tute a theory of their own. They 
would leave God out of the picture 
and have worlds “evolve” from 
mere protoplasm—or have man 
lifted by his own bootstraps yet 
science tells us that man can nei¬ 
ther create nor destroy matter or 
energy. He can only change its 
form. I passing, Lord Kelvin’s 
statement is interesting, that 
“not a single statement in Gene¬ 
sis is in the slightest degree con¬ 
tradictory to any proven fact of 
science.” 

But let us begin our study of 
this interesting book. Some will 
find it only a source of history. 
It is that. But also it contains 
a message relative to God as a 
creator, and the character and be¬ 
havior of outstanding personali¬ 
ties. From these we may gather 
standards for our own lives. True, 
history is necessary, but its value 
| is not in the fact that its narra¬ 
tive is interesting, nor in the fact 
that it gives knowledge as to that 
which has been. Its great value 
is its message to the present age, 
its lessons which may be applied 
to ourselves.

fellowship and cooperation with 
God. What an honor for man to 
have been created by God in the 
image of God! What would 
things be today if man had ap¬ 
preciated that honor? 

In the events of development, 
we note that the first marked 
the division of light from dark¬ 
ness. Is that still not the right 
beginning in all life? The second 
day brought about the organiza¬ 
tion of cosmos, the land and the 
sky. The third day came vege¬ 
tation. . . . Each day made its 
contribution to the grand whole, 
with mankind being the recipient 
of it all. On the sixth day all 
animal life including man was cre¬ 
ated out of the dust of the 
ground. How then does man dif¬ 
fer from other animals? Gene¬ 
sis 2:7 gives the difference be¬ 
tween man and beast. Both were 
created hut into the nostrils of 
man “God breathed the breath 
of life and man became a living 
soul!” Concerning this creation, 
it is far easier to believe God than 
mere human “gtiessers.” 

* * ♦ 

This brings us to the study of 
mankind which we may apply to 
our own lives. 

God did not leave Adam and 
Eve unprotected in the Garden of 
Eden. He surrounded them by 
law, restraint, self control, duty 
and responsibility. Even today, 
without these things any person is 
j undeveloped, unhappy and useless. 
I Man was not intended to be a 
slave of nature, but its master. 
Today we see man as master of 
land, sea and sky. Today man 
j still has power over his own soul, 
( life and destiny but how many 
are masters? Still, he is yet a 
free moral agent and can choose 
his present and future paths. 

So man was created as David 
said “a little lower than the an¬ 
gels. and crowned with glory and 
I honour.” But God did not stop 
i there. He made for man a Sab- 


| bath, a day of rest, a day of fel- 
| lowship with God. And he who 
| leaves that out of his life is neg- 
• Iecting one of the very essentials. 

In the beginning God provided 
for all the needs of man. He pro¬ 
vided for his material needs 
, (verses 29, 30). He provided for 
his physical needs, labor (verse 
28). Labor is sweet to the healthy 
man. Any physician will affirm 
that physical work and mental 
activity is an essential to well¬ 
being! 

In the beginning man’s social 
need was supplied by God, too! 
He gave him a companion, a wife, 
a home. He saw that “it is not 
good for man to live alone.” The 
hermit’s life is not the natural 
life. And that man is poor, re¬ 
gardless of his riches, who has no 
friends, companions or social re¬ 
lations! I wonder how many of 
our economic ills would be cured if 
this one law were to be carried 
out! 

In the beginning, God said to 
“be fruitful and multiply . . .” 
That doesn’t always fit into the 
scheme of modern man—but I 
wonder how much of a serious 
problem we’d have today with 
over-production and under-con¬ 
sumption if this law were being 
kept ? 

* * * 

We are living in a day which 
seeks to explain the beginning in 
1 some remote unthinkable, un- 
; knowable age in the past. For 
purposes of such explanation it 
seems to make very little differ¬ 
ence concerning time. One an¬ 
thropologist once said, “It was 
300,000 years or 10,000,000 years— 

! whichever you like since the world 
began, and some people have per- 
j suaded themselves concerning such 
1 “scientific accuracy” while living 
; in an age that boasts accuracy to 
I one-millionth of an inch in certain 
steel findings, an age that boasts 
cameras capable of taking a pic¬ 
ture of the splash of a drop of 
ii.ilk in ;i saucer in one-hun- 
1 died-thousandths of a second. 

It does seem strange that a dif¬ 
ferent* of 9,500,000 years should 
be unimportant yet “scientifically 
rorrect." I am satisfied with the 
statement “In the beginning God.” 
* * * 

Space does not permit further 
1 discussion today. Study this Book 
of Genesis diligently. In it will be 
found the beginning! 

I Yes, God was in the beginning. 

1 wonder if it wouldn’t be Eden on 
I earth if man would not recognize 
this fact, and put God at the be- 
I ginning of himself and all his en-

MRS. O’LEARY’S BARN 

Chicago invited disaster. The* 
city’s close packed, hastily-thrown 
together buildings, a full half of 
which were made of wood, and 
her woefully inadequate fire de¬ 
partment furnished a |>erfect set 
up. A three and a half month 
drought added to it. 

Disaster accepted the invitation. 
On Oct. 7, 1871, she left a f alling 
card in the form of a licking 
flame that blazed its way to the 
doorstep of the building she had 
chosen to “honor” — Patrick 
O’Leary’s barn at 137 DeKoven 
street. The fire was extinguished 
at the very threshhoid of the ram¬ 
shackle structure. Two days lat¬ 
er Disaster arrived in an orange 
and yellow formal, strode through 
the barn, swept to an adjoining 
building, and within a few hours 
was painting the town red—a 
roaring, flaming red. 

When it was over the city had 
one of the most colossal hang¬ 
overs in history. One hundred 
thousand people had been lefl 
homeless, 1800 buildings had been 
destroyed, three and a half square 
miles of city had been left a 
smouldering heap and $200,000,- 
000 in property had been wiped 
out!

commerce. No movement of Va¬ 
lencia oranges will be permitted 
for next week either in interstate 
or intrastate commerce. 

During the week Judge Benja¬ 
min Warmer, in the San Bernar¬ 
dino superior court, declared il¬ 
legal “conditional contracts" after 
Charles Brown, Redlands citrus 
leader, testified such contracts 
sometimes resulted in a doubling 
of prorates. AAA officials here 
said a similar ruling was expected 
from Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. The San Bernardino 
suit was a friendly one, brought 
to get a court definition on citrus 
contracts. Brown was both plain¬ 
tiff and one of the defendants. 

Howard Thompson, AAA field 
representative, said today that 
Texas growers and shippers had 
completed voting on acceptance of 
the X'aA marketing agreement on 
oranges and grapefruit there. He 
said a result may be announced 
within two weeks or more after 
the votes are tabulated and certi¬ 
fied. There is no Florida prorate 
to announce, as Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture Wallace suspended opera¬ 
tion of the Florida agreement due 
to conflicting federal c(

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The President and Inflation 

P RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S warning that the price of 
steel and copper is too high may be interpreted to 
mean that the chief executive is growing alarmed over 
the rate at which this nation is speeding toward inflation. 

For the United States, from the looks of things, is 
flitting into that precarious condition like a moth into 
a flame. 

The President was mild indeed when he merely men¬ 
tioned the prices of steel and copper as rising too fast. 

Every housewife can tell you that prices are rising 
too rapidly on meat, milk, bread, groceries, vegetables, 
clothes, rents and almost everything that the average 
family buys. 

She can point out, furthermore, that the family’s in¬ 
come—although it might have gon^, up some—is not 
keeping pace at all with the cost of living. 

And this fact simply means that the actual purchas¬ 
ing power of the vast majority of people has been cut. 

Or, if you want to say it another way, that inflation 
is beginning to hit the wage-earner and the salaried man. 

If the malady progresses, you’ll begin to find people 
losing confidence in banks and in the federal currency. 
Insurance policies, securities, savings accounts and fixed 
investments will start to depreciate. 

There’ll be a rush for real and tangible property—and 
everything else will go to pot. 

* * * 

The Rooscveltian remedy for this possible disaster— 
as near as we can understand from the press reports of 
yesterday’s Washington conference—is to put the gov¬ 
ernment’s mighty buying power behind consumer goods 
instead of heavy goods. 

Your tax money and the borrowings of the adminis¬ 
tration will be spent to construct drainage ditches and 
earthen dams instead of steel bridges and concrete dams. 

The theory is that more money thus will go into 
wages than materials; and this shift probably will help 
some. 

* * * 

A better remedy for our inflationary trend, it seems 
to us, lies in stopping the enormous federal expenditures 
of borrowed money rather than in changing the method 
of spending this money. 

Our government is going into debt faster than any 
of its most foolish citizens. 

Every day it spends nearly .$8,000,000 more than it 
takes in. At that rate, the yearly deficit is three billion 
dollars! 

This huge sum is being raised by borrowing from the 
banks—thus tying the financial depositories of the people 
firmly into the federal government—come what may. 

It can’t keep up forever. We can’t pass the buck 
from one generation to another until way down the line ’ 
somebody hides it. 

We are going to have to foot the bill ourselves. And 
we may foot it through inflation within a few years unless 
the administration is wise enough to balance the budget. 

' * * * 

The way to balance it is through cutting government 
expenses to the bone. 

Or if this doesn’t do the trick, taxes should be raised 
until we can pay as we go. 

Otherwise there may be unhappy days ahead for ev¬ 
ery class, rich and poor, in America. 

* * * 

President Roosevelt in his warning about steel and 
copper prices shows that he has seen the handwriting of 
inflation upon the wall of the U. S. treasury. 

Let’s hope that he drops the present policy of over¬ 
spending and gets to work balancing the budget before 
it’s too late.
